German Account of the Holding cs of 
the Legations.

He has proved himself a born 


W 


for two reasons, 
leader of men, and has outwitted the many 
Generals sent after him so often that he com- 
mands general admiration, foe though he is of 
England. He has done more. Ву his drastic com- 
ments upon what has certainly been the gross care- 
,essness of not a few British officers, and by his own 
example of what a self-taught farmer can do in 
the field of battle by the exercise of shrewd 
common-sense and ordinary prudence, he has 
taught our muddling military authorities lessons 
of which they are surely in need, and which 
may yet stimulate them to reform our 
Army system root and branch. While appreci- 
ating the *''slimness" of Christian De Wet, 
however, let us not do injustice to that splendid 
veteran, Lord Roberts, who, despite his sixty- 
seven years, has set a noble example to young 
and old, and who is assuredly not to blame if the 
officers sent out from England have been so badly 
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severely, Lieut.- Colonel Spreckley and four | 
men being killed and Lieutenant Irvine and six | 
men wounded. Captam Kinsman, Royal Dublin | 
Fusiliers, also severely wounded. Boers lost a | 
good many killed and wounded. Their laager 

was at Cyferkuil, on the Plat River, this morn- 

ing, and is being closely pursued by Plumer 

and Hickman." 

On Aug. 23, Lord Roberts added that— 
* Baden-Powell, in his engagement with the 
enemy yesterday near Warmbaths, succeeded 
injrescuing about 100 British prisoners. Не 
captured twenty-five Boers, including a German 
artillery officer, Captam Vander Merwe, of the 
Staats Artillery, and Field-Cornet Zitlch, of | 
Johannesburg." 


De Wet's Losses 


were seasonably called to mind in Lord Roberts's 
despatch of Aug. 22— 

** It seems pretty certain that De Wet, finding 
it hopeless to make his way éastward with his 
guns and wagons, has recrossed the Magaliesberg 
with a few mounted men with the intention of 
returning to the Orange River Colony. 

* He will arrive there in a very different con- 
dition from that in which he started from 
Bethlehem. "Then he had six or eight guns and 
some 2000 men with him, and left Prinsloo with 
5000 or 6000 in Bethlehem Hills. Between 4000 
and 5000 of these are on their way to Ceylon. 
‘The guns have mostly been buried, and De Wet's | 
personal following cannot amount to much more 
than 300.” 


Good Marching of the C.I.V. 


The Lord Mayor of London must have read 
with special pride Lord Roberts's tribute to the 
C.I.V. in the following Pretoria despatch of | 
Aug. 23— 

“Тһе columns which pursued De Wet made 
some wonderful marches. Colonel Mackinnon, 
commanding the City Imperial Volunteers, who 
has just arrived here with a wing of his bat- 
talion, telegraphs me that they marched 224 
miles in fourteen days, one of which was a halt; 
an average of over seventeen miles a day. Best 
record was seventy-five miles in four days. ' The 
im are looking very well and most workman- 
ike."

Lord Roberts Arrived at Belfast

Capture of Olivier and His Three Sons. 


Lord Roberts had the satisfaction of reporting 
from Belfast on Sunday last that Lieutenant. 
Colonel Ridley, of the Imperial Yeomanry, had 
been succoured .near Winburg by Bruce

“We have been engaged with the enemy 
during the greater part of the day over а 
perimeter of nearly thirty miles. Lyttelton’s 
Division, with two brigades of cavalry, the 
whole under Buller, operated south-west of 
Dalmanutha. French, with two brigades of 
‘cavalry, moved north by the west of Belfast, 
driving the enemy to Lekenvly, on the Belfast- 
Lydenburg road. As soon as French reached 
Lekenvly, Pole-Carew, with the Guards Brigade 
of the Eleventh Division, advanced from Belfast 

| in support. 

| “Те enemy had evidently been considerably 
| strengthened on north and east, and stubbornly 
opposed both Buller’s and Pole-Carew’s advance. 
They brought three Long Toms, many other 
guns, and pom-poms into action, and the firing 
until quite dark was hot and persistent. 

** Buller hopes that his casualties are no more 
than forty; Pole-Carew has not reported yet; 
and French names only one, Captain Harrison, 
of the Scots Greys, who is dangerously 
wounded. 

“Тһе Boers are making a determined stand, 
and have collected a large number of guns. Те 
country is difficult and well suited to their 
tactics, and less favourable to cavalry move- 
ments than that we have hitherto worked 
over."

Commemorating the Diamond Jubilee Ser- 
vice at St. Paul's.— More than three years have 
elapsed since Her Majesty went in State from Buckingham 
Palace to the Cathedral Church of St. Paulto return thanks 
for her long and successful reign. An inscription has 
recently been eut in the stones in front of the west entrance 
to the time-honoured fane, on the spot where the Queen's 
carriage stopped on Jubilee Day. Тһе inscription is as 
follows: “ Here Queen Victoria returned thanks to 
Almighty God for the Sixtieth Anniversary of Her Acces- 
sion, June 22, А.р. 1897." А correspondent wrote to one of 


the newspapers pointing out that the memorial is likely to 
be quickly obliterated, owing to the shallowness of the 
lettering and the absence of lead ot any other metal in the 
incisions, the use of which would resist wear. Up and 
down the country there are a goodly number of durable 
memorials of the Jubilee, and on all hands it is regretted 
that the inscription in front of the national cathedral is of 
such an ephemeral character.

Death of an Academician.—Mr. Thomas Faed, 
R.A., expired at his residence in St. John’s Wood on 
Aug. 22. Mr. Faed, who was born at Burley Mill, in the 
Stewartry, Kirkcudbright, seventy-four years ago, was the 
son of an engineer and millwright, who died during his 
childhood, leaving him to the care-of an elder brother, who 
became well known as the Scottish Academician, John 
Faed. His artistic education began at an early age in 
Edinburgh, and while only twenty-three years of age he was 
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made an Associate of the Royal Scottish Academy. In 1552 
he settled down in London, and from that time a succession 
of works came from his easel that became celebrated— 
pictures, generally, of domestic interest, marked usually 
by pathos or by religious or strong poetical feeling, and 
occasionally by keen humour. “Тһе Mitherless Валга,” 
“From Dawn till Sunset," and ** Worn Out "—a ru 
Highlander slumbering by the bedside of his sick chil 
were only a few among his many notable successes. 
1859 Mr. Faed became an Associate of the Royal Academy, 
and in 1864 he was admitted to full membership, which he 
resigned in 1893. In 1875 he was elected an honorary 
member of the Vienna Royal Academy. 


Mr. Sydney Grundy's “Debt of Honour" is 
promised on Saturday at the St. James's Theatre. First 
suggested by * Une Chaine," of Scribe, it appeared as а 
pleasant little one-act piece. Now it is expanded into an 
orthodox five-act comedy ; and some of the situations are 
extremely effective, the dialogue being crisp and interest- 
ing. Mr. George Alexander can hardly fail to make a hit 
in the chief character, which is a very sympathetic one.

MILITARY CYCLISTS. 


HE experiments conducted by General 
Maurice on Aug. 4, 5, and 6 for the 
purpose of testing the practical utility of 
armed cyclists for delaying an enemy on 

lis march to the Metropolis were so encouraging 
that the scheme ought certainly to receive the 
careful consideration of the War Ofiice autho- 
rities. The object of the manœuvres was 
simply to ascertain how far an invading force 
might be impeded by the use of a mobile 
body of irregular troops adopting precisely 
the same tactics as have been used by the 
Boers to retard onr advances, and which 
hare proved so successful. There was no attempt 
at fighting a regular battle; that would be 
utterly outside the scheme proposed by General 
Maurice, and equally beyond the capabilities of 
an army consisting solely of cyclists. Their 
whole duty was, as in the case of war it would 
be, to hold every position along the various 
roads leading te London which was capable of 
being made a rallying-point; and on being 
driven from one stronghold, to utilise their 
machines for the purpose of passing to the next 
with аз little delay as possible. Such tactics 
would render an advance an extremely danger- 
ous and harassing business, and would give time 


| for the mobilisation and transport of the regular 


army to the threatened districts. General 
Maurice, with the small force at his command, 
demonstrated that this scheme could be worked 
to great advantage. 

A further snd most interesting military road 
reconnaissance was carried out at Aldershot on 
Aug. 15 by the trained cyclist sections of the 
Ist Royal Lancaster Regiment and the 2nd High- 
land Light Infantry. The distance traversed was 
sixty-five miles, and the time allowed was eight 
hours, includingrests. Themenstucktotheirtask, 
although handicapped by wearing belts, haver- 


| sacks, side-arms, water-bottles, rifles, bando- 
| liers, and helmets, and mounted on machines 
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that were designed with a view to strength 
rather than speed, and they got back to head- 
quarters well within their time-allowance, and 
reported on the state of the roads and bridges, 
amount of food and forage that could be requi- 
sitioned from the country, the number of cattle 
and horses seen, and the general possibilities of the 
district supporting troops on the march. These 
men were also used at the operations on the Fox 
Hills, Aldershot, on Aug. 17; and it was at the 
conference that was held on Tunnel Hill, after both 
sides had expressed their views on what had 
happened, and the umpires had given their 
decision, that Lord Wolseley uttered his scathing 
criticism on the state of the forces engaged and 
the manner in which the operations had been 
conducted,

A Rose Note. 


HE rose Sunrise, of which I-give an Illustrations: 
has only been recently introduced by the Sussex 
growers mertioned in Dean Hole’s charming book, 
and being in the neighbourhood of the nursery the 
other day, at опе of those pleasant village flower- 

shows so popular in the southern county, 1 had a good 
opportunity of learning more of this beautiful rose. It is, 
indeed, very aptly named, the outer petals being reddisir 
carmine, shading to delicate fawn and pale salmon within, 
the open blooms being of a pleasing yellow tinge. Quite a 
good representation of a ''sunrise." A visit to such a 
rose-ground asthe one named was a treat not easily for- 


gotten, and as a further hint to amateurs, I append | 


details of the system adopted for planting roses at 
this, the leading nursery in the. south. When they 
are to be placed out singly, on lawns or in beds 
among other plants, a hole should be made about iSin.

deep, and large enough to contain half a wheelbarrowful 
of compost; two-thirds of this should be strong turfy 
loam (if it can be procured from an old pasture it is 
preferable) and one-third well-decomposed anima! manure ; 
these should be thoroughly mixed together. Should the 
ground be dry at the time of planting, or if it be done in 
spring, a liberal watering should be given before the soil is 
filled in around the plants; and standards should be 
securely staked to prevent the winds from moving them, 
which is injurious. When bedsare to be planted, the ground 
should be deeply trenched, and afterwards a good dressing of 
manure should be applied; a small quantity of the compost 
recommended above may also be added around each plant. 
Asrosesseldom thrive well insoilsthat have previously grown 
them for a пшарег of years, it is advisable, when old beds 
are renewed, that the soil should be removed to the depth 
of 18in., and its place supplied with the above mixture. 
When a piece of ground is set apart for the exclusive 
cultivation of roses, the most open situation that is avail- 
ае should be selected; if wet, it should be drained. If it 
is not convenient to use tiles, а layer of from 4in. to 6in. 
deep of broken stones, or any other coarse material, will 
answer the purpose. 'This done, the ground should be 


trenched as deeply as the nature of the soil will admit; the | 


beds may then be formed according to taste or circum- 
stances, and the planting may be proceeded with as recom- 
mended. 

The Snowdrop Tree. 

This very beautiful tree, with which one meets so seldom 
nowadays, has, I note, been made the subject of an article 
in Gardening sllustrated; con- 
sequently it is quite likely 
that increased attention will 
be drawn. to its beauties. 
Why apathy prevails in 
regard to this and other 
old - fashioned trees it is 
hard to say, unless it be that 
the majority of landscape- 
gardeners are pereas of 
trees and shrubs beyond the 
ordinary stock im nurseries. 
The snowdrop tree should be 
found in every good garden, 
and thus a great amount of 
interest and beauty would 
be added thereto. The tree 
thrives best in a moist and 
sheltered spot, a dry soil on 
an exposed position being 
foreign to its nature. It 
grows wild on river-banks 
in Virginia and Carolina. It 
bears in spring myriads of 
white ‘pearly bells. The 
Illustration shows well the 
beauty of a flowering spray, 
and as every branch and 
twig are laden in a like 
manner, one can imagine 
the appearance of a tree 
20 ft. high and in full bloom. 
The form of the flower, its 
size and snowy whiteness, 
, no doubt suggested the 

appropriate name of snow- 
drop tree. It blooms in 
April and Мау, and the 
trees which fringe the rivers 
in the South American States 
have much the same appearance as our hawthorns when in 
flower, so abundant is the blooming. 


Open-Air Mushroom-Beds. 

In a season like the present, one of the difficulties of the 
open-air culture of mushrooms is to keep the beds dry. 
Waterproof sheets are the simplest and most efficient 
coverings, and they are easily put on and taken off. 
Beneath the waterproof coverings, resting on the bed, 
should be a good thickness of dry litter. If by any chance 
this covering of litter should get wet, it should be removed 
and dry material substituted. The long litter which is 
taken out of the manure when the beds are made will do 
very well—better, in fact, than dry unused straw, as it 
keeps the heat in the bed more regular. The most impor- 
tant matter in connection with open-air beds at this season 
is to keep off heavy rains, as if the beds get thoroughly 
saturated the spawn will perish. If they are kept dry, even 
if the temperature should fall, the spawn will retain its 
vitality, and will produce mushrooms later on. 


A Useful Churn. 


It is very gratifying to note the increased interest in 
dairy work, quite half my numerous letters being from 
persons connected with the dairy industry, and, with very 
few exceptions, all are anxious to know of any really useful 
appliances.

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made in sizes ranging from those to churn ten gallons and 
under up to twenty-five gallons, a special feature in the 
larger sizes being the double lid, so essential for keeping a 
large churn clean and sweet. When first introduced it was 
publicly called ‘е churn of churns,” for it came success- 
fully through every test, both with milk and cream, and 
although for a time judges at agricultural shows refused 
to recognise its merits, it eventually gained a position it 
has since held against allrivals. lts special claims as now

made may be summed up as follows: Its convenient form 
and fittings, and its perfect lid, which can be removed and 
refixed in less than half the time of any other end-over-end- 
churn. This lid is also much lighter, quite water-tight, 
and wil keep so for years. Its many successes in open 
competition have proved its worth time after time. 


Fattening Fowls. 

The quickest way to fatten fowls for the table is to put 
them into special соорв and to feed them with meal. Рте- 
mising that the birds put up to fatten be young—say 
sixteen to eighteen, or even twenty weeks old—and fleshy, 
two weeks’ confinement ought to make them very good. 
The birds must have room in the соор to stand up and 
shift their positions, but not to move about. They 
should be fed three times regularly each day, and 
their food should be soft meal, as it is almost im- 
possible to get fowls in proper form on corn only. 
Buckwheatmeal, oatmeal, barleymeal, Spratt’s, or Sussex 
ground oats, mixed with a little rice-flour and skim- 
milk, and occasionally dripping or suet, is good food. 
The feeding - troughs, which must be kept constantly 
scoured, should be placed before the birds at regular 
intervals, the first being directly at daybreak; and when 
they have eaten sufficient it is best to remove them, placing 
a little gravel within reach of the coop to assist digestion. 
The food shoyld be freshly mixed each day, and no more 
given than will be eaten clean at each meal. Keeping the 
fowls without for some hours after they areput up frequently 
induces them to take it more readily afterwards; but suffi- 
cient attention israrely bestowed on the various details of pre- 
paring and supplying the food, hence complaints of the fowls 
deteriorating in the fattening-pen are far from uncommon. 
A coop 3 ft. high, 2 ft. wide, and 4 ft. long will admit from 
six to eight fowls. The bottom and front should be of bars 
3in. apart; a board outside in front, 6 in. wide, will serve 
as a stand for the food-trough. The coop should be in a 
warm, well-ventilated shed, and if kept dark between the 
times of feeding, by hanging old sacks over the front, so 
much the better. Sleep and warmth promote fattening; 
stale food, irregular times, coops in draughts and places 
not protected from cold, and the sight of fowls at liberty 


do not. 
The Redcap Fowl. 


This very useful fowl is believed to have been produced 
by erossing the old English China with the golden-spangled 
Hamburgh. The cock bird has a large, neat rose comb, full 
of fine spikes, free from hollows in the centre, set straight 
on the head, and standing well up from the eyes. The 
size of the comb is about 5}in. by 3jin., the neck is 
moderately long, the back broad, the breast broad, full, 
and rounded, and the tail large und full. In gen ral appear- 
ance he is much like the Hamburgh, with tail and breast 
black, the back red and spangled with large half-moon black 
spangles, and the legs slate-coloured. The weight is about 
71b. The hen has а large rose comb, and is of a dark nut- 
browncolour, spangled overthe body with black half-moons. 
The Redeap lays a fair-sized and particularly rich egg, 
white in colour. Many hens lay over two hundred eggs in 
the year, and, unlike most breeds, they lay better the 
second season than the first. They are non-sitters. Red- 
caps do not do well when shut up in a small space, but 
where there isa free range it is difficult to find a fowl to 
surpass them in utility. They make excellent table fowls, 
very plump, with but little offal, and have a good quantity 
of breast meat. The large comb is sometimes objected to 
as likely to get frost-bitten in sharp weather, and also as 
tending to interfere with the vision of the bird. As a 
matter of fact, the comb is rarely injured by frost, as is so 
often the case with single-combed breeds.
